one another, sprinkling a little salt 
on the hair side next to the points 
and necks. By this means the flesh 
does not come into contact with dirt 
and blood on the hair side. They 
should be folded for 15 days. Calf 
skins and horse hides may be cured 
by the same method.

President E. W. Beatty Deals With Important Matters Affecting All 
Canada In Address To Company's Shareholders

In my opinion, Canada cannot af- 
ford to be without a definite and 
forward immigration policy much 
Jonger. While wt is urged that the 
depression both in agriculture and 
in general industry with consequent 
unemployment during the past win- 
ter Is & reason why active immigra- 
tion measures should not be taken, 
it must not be forgotten that there 
are types of immigrants tat can 
be readily obtained and brought to 
Canada without the possibility of 
edding to the burdens of the coun- 
try. The immigration of young peo- 
ple of British stock can be uccom- 
plished without affecting in any 
material degree the existing situa- 
tion respecting unemployment. The 
immigration of domestic servants in 
substantial numbers may reason- 
ably be encouraged and the immi- 
gration of agriculturalists from 
Northern Europe, Great Britain and 
the United States who can only be 
secured in limited numbers should 
be actively prosecuted. In addition, 
the Government would, I think, be 
well warranted in framing a policy 
designed to permit more géneral 
immigration of carefully selected 
types from countries, the people of 
which have heretofore come to this 
country and succeeded under Cana- 
dian conditions. It mist not be for- 
gotten that Canada’s opportunities 
deserve widespread recognition and 
even if adequate machiiery is now 
begun to be set up, it will not be 
until 19243 that the results of the 
Government’s activities will be felt, 
Unless we feel that the conditions 
in this country will not be improved 
for some considerable time to come, 
it would appear that the prelim- 
inary steps to obtain immigrants in 
substantial numbers should be taken 
without further delay, The Cana- 
dian Pacific for many years has 
heen the most active colonization 
agency in Canada, Settlers to the 
number of 54,000 have been placed 
upon its lands alone and the cost of 
the company’s activities in land sell- 
ing, irrigation and colonization since 
jts incorporation has been extrenie- 
ly large, amounting in the aggre- 
gate to approximately $68,000,000, 
an amount in excess ef the total 
tTpcaditure of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment for immigration during 
that jpériod. |

ing the willingness of the companies 
to make sacrifices in their revenues 
in the hope that a lower scale of 
rates on basic commodities would 
|give an'impetus to business activity, 
they have been precluded from 
agreeing on a definite policy be- 
cause of the approaching expiration 
on 7th July next of the provisions 
of the Railway Act allowing the 
Railway Commission to make rates 
irrespective of agreements, statu- 
tory or other, In 1897 an agreement 
was made between this company 
and the Government and confirmed 
by Parliament whereby in consid- 
eration of the receipt by the com- 
pany of a subsidy of $3,300,000 in 
aid of the construction of a railway 
to the Crow’s Nest and Southern 
British Columbia reductions in rates 
on certain named commodities ship- 
oed from Eastern Canada to points 
in the West and on grain to Fort 
William were exacted with the ob- 
vious intent of assisting the coloni- 
zation of the Prairie Provinces. The 
so-called Crow’s Nest rates on the 
commodities specified are from 19 
per cent to 49 per cent lower than 
the rates at present being charged. 
The intention of Parliament at that 
time undoubtedly was to create spec- 
ial rates which the company would 
be entitled to collect and which 
would be legal though not bearing 
a fair relation to other rates, At 
that time the Canadian Pacific 
operated about 7,300 miles of rail- 
way but in a desire to give equality 
of rates to territories contiguous to 
(hose mentioned in the statute 
though not supplied with railway 
facilities at the time the statute was 
passed, the company extended the 
application of rates to the lines sub- 
sequently constructed or acquired so 
that in 1918 the application of the 
rates had been extended to 138,772 
miles of railway. During the period 
subsequent to 1§97 many thousands 
of additional miles ot railway were 
constructed by other companies now 
included in the National Railway 
System. The rates effective on this

While 
considerable progress has been made 
in reducing expenses, there still ex- 
ists a serious increase above pre- 
war. costs and the wage scales of 
1921 are higher by percentages 
ranging from 82 per cent to 368 per 
cent than thoso existing in 1898 and 
1899, and the cost of principal com- 
modities, including fuel and rails is 
also substantially higher; the in-

crease in the case of rails being 
92.82 per cent and fuel 177% per 
cent. The operating ratio of the 
company in 1897 was 57.16 per cent, 
while for the year 1921 it was 82.28 
per cent. The situation is one which 
should have frank recognition, The 
matter is in the hands of Parlia- 
ment which alone can deal with it 
because of statutory restrictions. 

I regard the stability of railway 
rates in Canada (even if ze-adjust- 
ments downwazds are bound to con- 
tinue until normal operating condi- 
tions are reached). as being of the 
greatest possible importance to all 
Canadian railways For the past 
four years the extrdordinary. condi- 
tions which prevailed: have com- 
pelled drastic economies and the 
conserving of the resources of the 
companies wherever possible. It 
has prevented the increasing of fa- 
cilities and improvements in main- 
tenance and the construction of new 
lines because no company would be 
justified in spending freely for 
these purposes in the absence of 
adequate revenues. The large rail- 
way systems of Canada are, of 
course, the chief purchasers of ma- 
terial and supplies and to the ex- 
tent to which their purchases for 
any purpose, including new con- 
struction, are prevented by the un- 
certainty of financial return upon 
the money invested a return to pros- 
perity is retarded. 

I had been hopeful that the pres- 
ent year would see a resumption of 
at least normal activity in main- 
tenance and construction works, the 
necessity for which always prevails 
on a system the size of the Canadian 
Pacific. Apparently, however, we 
have not reached the period at 
which we can say that large ¢xpen- 
ditures are warranted, especially in 
view of the freight rate situation. 

The steps preliminary to the re- 
adjustment of wage scales and 
working conditions are proceeding 
both in the United States and in 
Canada, The procedure being fol- 
lowed is that required by the agree- 
ments with the labor unions and by 
the Jaws of the United States and 
Canada, An early decision is hopcd 
for in respect of some of the mat- 
ters in dispute but the proceedings 
are, of necessity, protracted, and de- 
cisions are not, therefore, reached 
speedily.

New Optimism 
On the Prairies 


Normal weather and satisfactory 
conditions of the soil have enabled 
more seeding. to be completed than 
has been usual on this date in recent 
years, Farmers are encouraged in 
their arduous spring labors by the 
higher prices prevailing for wheat, 
which are inducing heavy deliveries 
at geountry voints. The probability 
now is that the recorded receipts of 
wheat produced last year will exceed 


residents of the Assiniboine river val-

was looking to the new system of 
grading to bring about a revival of 
the dairy industry in the province and 
to put it upon ‘a basis that would ev- 
entually bring it to:the stage of the 
most important branch of agriculture, 
and in addition recover markets which 
Alberta butter formerly had held. 

Grasshopper Eggs very Numerous 

According to reports received by 
the department, grasshopper eggs are 
very numerous In many parts of the 
southern and central areas of the 
province. The latest request for or- 
ganization to combat the pest comes 
from a district near Wainwright, east

Profitable Steer Feeding 
A net profit of nearly $11 per head 
was realized on a carload of steers 
fed at the government farm at Atha- 
basca during the ‘past winter. The 
steers were purchased on December 
24th and sold on April 28, at the Ed- 
monton stock yards, The purchase 
price of' the steers was $4.50 per cwt 
and after adding commission, inspec- 
tion and freight charges, the total 
cost price reached $7887.10, The total 
cost of feed and labor was $454.50. 
The selling expenses were $77.45, the 
total cost thus being $1399.05. The 
price realized at the sale of the steers 
was $7.25 per cwt. or a total of 
$1573.25, making a net profit of $10.89 
a head. The increase in weight totall- 
ed 4470 pounds. Eight of the steers 
were fed outside and elght inside. 
Those fed outside made a total gain 
of 2,783 pounds and those fed inside 
made a total gain of 2,848 pounds. The 
average gain of the steers proved to 
be heavier than in any other feed test 
carried on by the department. Those 
in charge attribute this to the feed- 
ing of a full feed on high quality en- 
silage. Sunflowers and corn’ were 
used in about equal parts in a trench 
silo.

Right or Might 

At the outset the League is faced, 
with manifold difficulties. The world, 
heretofore an armed camp, had to ad: | 
just itself to a new concept of inter. 
national relations based = on what 
might be termed the wider patriotism. 
Differing among themselves in reli. 
gion, language and customs and a 
thousand other minor matters, the 
nations of the League will, without a 
doubt, discover that cooperation for 
Peace in place of rivalry for war, is’ 
not without difficultles, The limfta-} 
tious are those of character, not of, 
circumstances, as has been abundant- 
ly apparent at Washington where inj 
the most unexpected quarter demands 
have been made for unjustifiable ar | 
maments. Militarism is not a pas- 
sion peculiar to any one nation; the 
root of it is in them all, Not the 
least menace the League has to face 
is an outbreak within its own constl- 
tution. But these difficulties, when 
the calamity of failure is contemplat:| 
ed, ure seen in their true meer iant| 
However insuperable — they appear | 
they have to be overcome, There have 
always been difficulties. They are 
things to be overcome; given the es- 
sential good will, they will yield to 
time and hard work, 

Those who oppose the League do so 
on several grounds; there are those ; 
who kill it with ridicule, the indiffer- | 
ent, and those who regard. it as a chi- 
mera. It will be necessary to silence 
the first, intrigue the second, convert 
the last. 

Three Questions 

Many problems face the League, 
problems more gigantic than have 
ever in the past faced the nations. 
But the league has the resources of 
the civilized world at its disposal; it 
has the pick of the best brains; it 
has the support of all thoughtful 
men who desire to see the end of the 
war, 

How does the League work? 

What has it accomplished in’ the 
period that has passed since its incep- 
tion? 

How will it enforce its decrees in 
the face of a nation in arms; In other 
words, what are its sanctions? 

How the League Works 

The League of Nations is a society | 
of nations acting together for the! 
promotion of international —coopera- 
tion, peace and security, It is pledged 
not to resort to war; to maintain 
justice and scrupulous respect for | 
all treaty obligations; to deal only 
in the open; and to establish under: 
standings of international law as the 
actual rule between governments, 

The league is governed by the cov- 
enant, The executive consists of re- 
presentatives of the principal allied 
and associated powers, together with 


jrepresentatives of four other nations 


of the league; and a seeretariat. 
The Covenant 

The range of subjects covered by 
the articles of the covenant of the 
league is wide. It alms at the re- 
duction of national armaments to its 
lowest point. It proposes to forbid 
the manufacture of war material for 
private profit. It appoints a perman- 
ent military commission to advise 
where military action begomes neces: 


league. It imposes upon its members 
the obligation of referring all interna- 
tional disputes to arbitration, and in 
the case of those nations without the 
league, invites them to submit them- 
selves in the same way. It provides 
for the isolation of such state by the 
severance of all trade, financial and 


|personal intercourse, in the event of 


a declaration of war, In other words, 
any State declaring war upon one 
member of the league, is, ipso facto, 
at war with the whole league. 

It sets up a permanent court of in- 
ternational justice, such court boing 
competent to hear and detormine any

Spe UE is acd nS Ce f Miss Mary I. Flanagan, R.R. 3., 
threat of war, is a matter for the Stella, Ont., writes: —"I suffered about 


the realms of social well being and 
undertakes to maintain a fair and hu- 
mane condition of labor for men, wo- 
men and children; to supervise the 
execution of agreements with regard 
to the traffic in opium and dangerous 
drugs; to take over the trade in 
arms and war material. It undertakes 
further to maintain free intercourse, 
communication and transit and equ- 
able treatment for commerce. 

To the covenant there are forty- 
eight signatories, representing as 
many powers and three-quarters of 
the world’s total population. 

What Has Been Done? 

Here, very briefly, are set forth a 
few of the things so far accomplished 
by the league of nations: 

It has stopped a war between Swe- 
den and Finland, 

It has arrested hostilities between 
Poland and Lithuania, 

It has registered and published six- 
ty-nine treaties, 

It has set up a court of international 
justice. 

It has set up an international health 
office, 

It has repatriated 200,000 prisoners 
of war, who, otherwise would have 
perished last winter. 

It has taken the first steps toward 
standardizing Tabor throughout the 
world, 

It has held a successful financial 
conference at Brussels, 

It has created a permanent arma- 
ments commission, 

It has organized a campaign against 
typhus in eastern Europe. 

It has established a permanent in- 
ternational labor organization | and 
held a successful conference. 

From this brief summary it will be 
seen that the league is a fact, and 
no longer a theory. 

What are the Sanctions? 

How can the league enforce its will 
and what are its sanctions? 

At the present time, with the mem- 
ory of the horror of war fresh in the 
niinds of men, the question of sanc- 
tions is not so urgent ag it may be 
to a new generation untutored by 
that fierce ordeal. But since it is 
possible that national ambition may 
again assert itself and become a 
menace to the peace of the world-— 
and there are indications that this is 
more likely to happen in our own day 
than would have been thought pos- 
sible six months ago—the question of 
sanctions is a very important one. 

Many critics of the league regard it 
as impotent without a large military 
machine at its disposal.  That‘is to 
say, unless its ultimate appeal be to 
force, An international army such as 
has been suggested, has many diffi- 
culties; there is the question of lan- 
guage, equipment, training and organ- 
ization, all subjects likely to be fruit- 
ful of contention, Perhaps such an 
army is not necessary at all. 

The covenant of ‘the league itself 
provides an effective sanction, By 
Articles XVI and XVII, any State 
that resorts to war in disregard of 
the covenant, refusing arbitration, is 
ipso facto, at war with the other par- 
ties to the league. 

The Economic Weapon 

The drastic effects of virtual  ex- 
communication that is provided for, 
would be, in effect, an appeal to force 
force of a passive kind, true; but none 
the less terrible in its consequences 
than actual war in the field. 

The great war has demonstrated the 
fact that no State can stand alone in 
war, A blockade by, the league would 
be a measure far more terrible in its 
effectiveness than our blockade of 
Central Europe. And the writer just 
returned from a journey through 
Germany and Austria, saw abundant 
evidence in the form of rickety and 
tubercular children, of what that 
blockade meant to the Central Powers. 

A blockade by the league would re- 
sult in a bloodless war against the 
weak; for the first to suffer would be 
the women and children and the old; 
only the lusty would survive such pri- 
vation, No state would lightly ex-

Here then, is the sanction by which, 
under its. present constitution, the 
league of nations would seek to en- 
force obedience in the interests of 
peace, 

The creation of an-internativnal po- 
lice, a sort of Foreign Legion, would 
have few of the dangers and difficul- 
ties of an. international army; — it 
would be, too small to become the 
centre of intrigue. Moreover, the 
experiment is not new; there was 
Garibaldi’s Ten Thousand; there is 
the Foreign Legion, 

But the great weapon, the most ef- 
fective, most terrible instrument in 
the hands of the nations: of the league 
is the economic weapom. 

The Hope of The. World 

The league of nations is an {mper- 
fect instrument; it hag obvious lim- 
itations; it faces difficulties innumer- 
able. It is a fragile machine for so 
stupendous a task as the abolition of 
war from the face of the earth. It 
can only succeed if- it has behind it 
the moral support of the people of the 
world; the peoples who suffered from 
war, who have nothing to gain by’ it. 

Right or Might? 

World Peace or downfall? 

A thousand new horrors of scienti- 
fic frightfulness by land, sea or air 
to inevitable annihiliation; or a world 
at peace under the reign of Right? 

That is the choice; for if the lea- 
gue of nations fails what is our hope? 
Yet, for its success’ a change of lieart 
is necessary that will .make possible 
the Brotherhood of Man; the Federa- 
tion of the World:

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CALGARY BOARD 
CONDEMNS SPORT 
GUESSING CONTESTS 


A definite stand in regard to guess- 
ing contests on football and baseball 
games, which at present are being 
conducted ‘by several newspapers and 
publications in western Canada, are 
taken by, the. council of the Calgary 
boards of trade on Wednesday after- 
noon, and a resolution urging upon 
the minister of justice to amend the 
criminal code of Canada in order to 
make such a practice illegal was 
adopted, 

At the present time such guessing 
contests are being conducted in Cal- 
gary, Saskatoon, Winnipeg, Lethbridge 
and Vancouver, and it was declared 
that more than $60,000 weekly was in- 
volved. With the ending of the foot- 
ball guessing contests and ‘the open- 
ing up of a similar one for baseball 
games, which practically extend the 
practice throughout the year, it was 
the opinion of the council that the 
best interests of the country could not 
be served through the expenditure of 
approximately $3,000,000 yearly, all 
of which was contributed west of the 
great lakes. 

“Resolyed that the council’ of the 
Calgary Board of Trade places itself 
on record as strongly opposed to such 
guessing contests, and as favoring an 
amendment making it beyond ques- 
tion, or shadow of doubt, that such 
contests are illegal and contrary to 
the criminal code. 

“And be it further resolved that a 
copy of this resolution be sent to Capt. 
J. T. Shaw and the other members of 
the special committee appointed — by 
parliament to revise certain sections 
of the criminal code, urging upon 
them that effect be given thereto at 
the present session of parliament, 
And that a copy of the resolution bo 
forwarded also to the honorable the 
minister of justice, the honorable’ the 
minister of the interfor and Mr. W. 
Irvine, M.P. for East Calgary, and

THE PROBLEM 
OF MIGRATION 


Some new opinions on the emigra- 
tion question were expressed a short 
time ago at the annual meeting of 
one of ‘the organizations in ingland 
having to do with moral race regen- 
eration anda study of the national 
birth rate. The Duke of Devonshire 
and Sir Rider Haggard were among 
those taking part in the discussion. 

In his. presidential address the Bis- 
hop of Birmingham declared himself 
a great belicyer in migration, There 
was grit in the English character, 
and he hoped that people would give 
their character a chance, The bishop 
said he looked forward to the day 
when there, would be such a commun- 
ity of interest between all the domin- 
ions and England that all should be 
able to work together to make man- 
hood and womanhood fit for whatever 
part of the’ empire they might go to. 

The Uuke of Devonshire felt’ that 
‘here was considerabie lack in Eng 
land of valuable information about 
Canada. At present the population 
of the United Kingdom was 394 to 
the square mile; in Canada it was 
2.5; Newfoundland 1.5; Australia, 1.8 
and New Zealand 1.7. Migration was 
not so easy as might be thought, es- 
pecially for young men. What they 
had to do, from the point of view of 
both the mother country and Canada 
was to see that there was a far great- 
er influx of British born people than 
was the case today. He believed that 
migration to Canada was bound to in 
there was nothing to say 
against it; and the people would be 
welcome, Canada wanted her re- 
sources opening out and developing; 
but they must be opened out under 
British auspices, by British labor and 
by British capital. 

The food supply of the world would 
have to be increased, and nowhere 
could greater production be obtained 
than in Canada. Today afforded an 
opportunity for young men and young 
women to leave congested areas in the 
old country {n order to find everything, 
that nature provided there. Going to 
one of the great dominions did not 
present any greater difficulty than 
removing from north to south, or east 
to west in England itself. If the 
national council could help solve the 
conditions under which people were 
living and increase the prosperity of 
the dominions, they would be killing 
two birds with one stone and doing a 
a great deal towards making our race 
strong, active and virile. 

Sir H, Rider Haggard said it was 
‘idle to talk of “back to the land” as a 
universal yemedy. But as it chanced 
there were the enormous dominions 
overseas; and these were greatly un- 
der populated, Australasia could car- 
ry at least 50,000,000 and Canada as 
many, If by waving a wand, say, 
even ten or fifteen millions could be 
settled upon the lands in the domin- 
jons, to what power and prosperity 
might not these rise within a few 
generations? This, however, was a 
dream; jt could not be done. There 
were sections in the dominions which 
wanted “only the best” from the old 
homeland; but after all its losses in 
the war could the homeland afford to 
export its young men by the thous- 
ands? Jeaving the vast bulk of the 
women behind, to say nothing of the 
parents, the children, and all those 
who, perhaps, did not come up to what 


crease, 
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fumilles to which they belonged should 
a{®° too; but could thig be brought 
{! pout, and, if so, how? In his opin- 
ion it could be brought about by what 
he would call a block migration and 
group settlement upon the land in the 
dominions, It was very doubtful if 
the dominions would be prepared to 
forward such schemes, involving as 


,they did the provision of lands, hous- 


es and supervision, In these circum- 
stances the question arose whether 
it would not pay Great Britain to tin-| 
ance this business, After all, in the 
end it might come cheaper than an 
enormous system of relief, especially, 
when the funds for that relief were | 
no longer forthcoming. Some think: 
ers believed that family migration on 
a large scale was a practical imposst- 
bility. He did not agree with them; 
but he did think tliat it presented | 
enormous difficulties which could on- | 
ly be met by wise and patient states- ! 
menship and much expenditure of 
money. 

The effect of the war upon this Sea 
tion of population and emigration was | 
pointed out by Sir Arthur Newsholme | 
who sald that there were now 500,- 
000 fewer people in Great Britain 
than there would have been had there 
been no war. The average quality of 


mankind had been distinctly lowered | 


by the death of these. men, who were 
among the country’s best, and the 
need of renewal was therefore appar- 
ent, Ever since 1880 the birth rate 
had gradually been. declining, and 
England was becoming like France, 
where the increase of population hard- 
ly kept pace with the mortality, This 
decline was going on in all strata of 
society. The foreign population of 
London was only 3 per cent; while in 
Boston, Chicago and Ney York it was 
something like 40 per cent. The 
reflex of that was the fact that crime 
was much more prevalent in the Un- 
ited States than in England,
